WWE 1 Ble Money To Come From? 


With the Dominion Fatliament and practically all the Provincial Legis- 
latures now in session, the people of Canada are having their attention 
directed to questions of public policy, public finance, and public administra- 
tion. The budget speech at Ottawa, and the annual financial statements of 
the several Provincial Treasurers, with the debates which arise thereon, are 
of outstanding interest and value in focusing attention upon, and compelling 
consideration of, the vital subjects of revenues versus expenditures, and 
their effect upon taxation and public debt, 

Pricr to the opening of Parliament and the Legislatures, members of the 
various Governments were busy receiving deputations from organizations of 
all kinds, including financial, industrial and commercial institutions, organ- 
ized farniers, and numerous social reform and benevolent societies, In the 
vast majority of cases these deputations advocated certain changes in ex-~ 
isting laws calculated to advance the interests or cause in which they were 
more especially interested. Also in the majority of cases, representations 
were made in support of reductions in existing taxation, and, coupled with 
such represcntations, Governments were urged to embark upon additional 
services, or provide new institutions, all of which called for large increases 
in public expenditure and the creation of new administrative services. 

‘Lhe problem with which all Governments are thus confronted, and 
which is presented to them every year, is most complex, and it is to be feared 
that many of these deputations do not give serious enough consideration to 
it. Many spcekesmen for these deputations seem to labor under the delusion, 
—a fairly general one,-—that Governments have some magic means of find- 
ing money without raising it by means of taxation. 

For example, in all Provinces there is a persistent and growing demand 
that very much larger amounts be spent in the construction of good, all- 
weather, highways. Oace built such roads must be maintained, thus for every 
mile constructed there is an increased annual charge for up-keep. But cou- 
pled with these insistent demands there is the further complaint that auto- 
mobile licence fees are too high and should be reduced, while municipalities 
are ever demanding that, while the Provincial Government shall build and 
take over the maintenance of roads, the auto licence fees should be divided 
with the municipalities. In other words, the Government should spend more 
and collect Tess. ; 

Note another example. The people of Canada demand the establishment 
of a system of Old Age Pensions. The Federal Government agrees, and 
undertakes. to. pay fifty -per.cent. of such pensions, provided the Provinciai 
Governments pay the other fifty per cent. British Columbia, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba agree to enter theascheme. All parties in the Legislatures are 
in favor of doing so. Then, in Manitoba, the Government proposes the im- 
position of an additional tax in order to raise the money wherewith to pay 
such pensions, and immediately objections are raised.

> ~~ ent provide for a free. consultative clinic, for a school for the blind and the 

g deaf, for an institution for the care of juvenile delinquents, larger facilities 
for the training’ of teachers, extension of the educational system, another 
sanatoria to combat tuberculosis, a large extension of the road building pro- 
gramme, including the gravelling of roads, etc., etc. The Government pro- 
ceeds to some extent to give effect to a number of these requests and to as- 
sist in securing the necessary funds proposes a tax on gasoline. This meets 
with approval, but immediately a demand is made that the auto licence fee 
be substantially reduced, the effect of which would be to largely offset the 
increase in revenue to be derived from the gasoline tax, and leaving th» 
Government without the means to provide those very things the peopie had

3-8 to this all too general attitude on the part of people, and the 
increasing demand for “free” services of one kind and another, the Provin- 
cial Treasurer of Saskatchewan took occasion in his budget speech to point 
out that “there ain’t no such animal” as a “free” service.

these factors by eliminating small, 
weak, shrivelled kernels along with 
the weed seeds. If one is bound or 
forced to use his own seed, too much 
stress cannot be placed upon the ne- 
cessity of cleaning it heavily—and a 
word right here about cleaning may 
not be amiss. When using the fann- 
ing mill keep the lower screen clean 
and free from clogging. If the right 
sized lower screen is used it will 
always clog easily, but there is 
nothing that reduces the efficiency 
of one’s cleaning operations so much 
ag this one factor. The clogged 
lower screen forces all of the small 
weed seeds into the glean grain. 

Another great loss is caused by the 
use of varieties not adapted to the 
district in which grown. Btick to 
the old tried and proven varieties as 
much as possible. Use straight 
Marquis wheat wherever it is sure of 
maturing for it ig doubtful if any 
better variety has yet been found. 

Another source of loss is caused 
by the use of mixed varieties. This 
nearly always results in the loss of 
@ grade or two when 'the grain is sold 
for no two-varieties. mature at exact- 
ly the same time or have the same 
milling qualities. 

The way to remedy the present 
situation, to put more dollars into 
our pockets and defer the spread of 
weeds in the province, is to - plant 
better, cleaner seed on cleaner land. 

If you must use your own seed 
clean it heavily and have germination 
test mad@ and treat it before plant- 
ing. If"the seed you have is fout 
with weeds, of poor germination or 
badly mixed with other grains or 
seeds of other varieties, by all means 
purchase better seed if you can. 
Then to insure good seed for the fu- 
ture buy a sufficient quantity of 
registered seed to grow your entire 
seed: requirements for 1929. Plant 
this on clean ground and keep’ on 
Planting on clean ground, and if 
Mother Nature is kind you will have 
done your part and are bound to 
reap a rich reward for a very small
